In lhe many speeches and 
statements of Jap ana it premier 
Yesuhlro Nekas ona one can 
dearly see the tactical goal or 
convincing public opinion bolh 
In hit country and abroad lhaf 
there Is and can be no place for 
a reiurganco of militarism In 
Japan. Even when letting out 
his secret thought ha said that

Farm managers 
planning housing construction on n cooperative 
basis, nr farmers who want lo build themselves 
n new house making use ol eusy-tcim slate loans, 
have hero a wide choice of designs lo choose from 
and are provided with detailed consultation on 
each umdcl. 

The Rassvel Ullage design was hosed on the 
resulis of a computerized sociological survey 


among farmers, tailing account of family 
structure, wishes as lo small- holdings and so on. 
Climatic conditions foi llio southern, middle and 
northern zones of the Northern Caucasus were 
also taken Into consideration. 

Most collages In Ihe village arc two-storeyed. 
Tills Is quite justified In the opinion of architects, 
sociologists and demographeis. Although the 
average Soviet family now cousisls oi 3.2 per- 
sons, one needs lo lunk ahead when building. 
.Sociologists are confident that the present young 
family wtlh two children will have at least 
doubled lu number iu 15 to 2u years time. So 
it Is economically more feasible lo build a large 
house designed for a growing family ol the out- 
set. And the cottages at Rassvel, therefore, are 
for 7 lo 8 people.

A REFRIGERATOR FOR PERMAFROST 


The city bus terminal build- 
ing In Arctic Norilsk has been 
erected on a site which was pre- 
viously considered unsuitable. 
The builders used a new meth- 
od of artificial soil freezing. 

Houses are bulll on perma- 
frost In the Far North bul one 
could meet a lot of problems 
should It start to thaw. That Is 
why alt the buildings here are 


made with ventilated base- 
ments: cold draughts form a cur- 
tain to protect them against the 
heat of iho house. There is also 
another method — freezing the 
foundation using vertical therm- 
ic plants. 

But all tills Is of no effect if 
one has to build on a site wtlh 
a difficult relief. That Is why 
they Inserted a system of pipes 


Into the soil undei the bus ter- 
minal building and filled them 
wtlh ordinary freon. This soil 
refrigerator operates ’without 
compressors or power sources. 
The gas is cooled In the pipes 
when Ihe temperatures are very 
low and then It flows through 
ihe horizontal pipes. In warm 
soli It gives off cold and ex- 
pands when heated. 

The process is repeated any 
number of times In cold weath- 
er. As soon as the surface tem- 


perature rises the circulation 
stops in ihe soil. Sg, cold is ac- 
cumulated during Iho winter 
and transforms the lower part of 
the foundation Into permafrost. 
The short and coo] Arctic sum- 
mer does not affect It. The plant 
becomes operative again with 
the arrival of the first frosts. 

These freezer factories open 
up good prospects for develop- 
ing areas which were considered 
unfit for Arctic construction.

A new process recently Intro- 
duced there, oxygen hollntn 
blowing, helps use ferro-alloys 
and smelt high-grade steel 
more economically. 

The new method, which Is to 
lie introduced next for blowing 
oxygen Into the convertor from 
top ami In ti loin, will enable ful- 
ler use of sc mp melnl as a raw 
material. 

To the sylvan riches 

A powerful enterprise for 
felling and processing timber 
has been commissioned In ihe 
Irkutsk Region, 

It has become possible lo 
speed up the development ol 
the sylvan riches due lo the 
commissioning of the western 
section of the Balkal-Amur Rail- 
way In the Far East, In Ihe rail- 
way-bound zone a network of 
timber, processing enterprise! Is 
being set up. These mechanized 
Industries will be uniformly 
located along the entire railway. 
Without damage lo the environ- 
ment, they will be able to pur- 
vey millions of cubic metre! o' 
Umber annually.

INCREASING CASPIAN SEA FISH STOCKS 

Ways oJ Increasing ihe catch ol Ush and sea pro- 
ducts hom the Caspian Sea, and how to make mors 
eft idem use ol Ihe llshlng licet are subjects that have 
recently all reeled considerable attention, writes VI- 
VESTIA, The Caspian Sea, Its poss/hlllifcs and pros- 
pects are commented on by Abdul Kasymov, Director 
ol the biological station ol the Institute ol Zoology, 
attached to the Academy ol Sciences of Azerbaijan. 

Today Iho Caspian Sea is the world s greatest pro- 
ducer of sturgeon and black caviar. The whltellsh 
catch, however, has been declining over recent years, 
the author notes. This Is because ol a deteriora- 
tion In Iho conditions lor Itsh breeding In the rivets. 
Iho source from which many sea lish derive. Mos/ 
spawning grounds In Ihe Volga and Kura rivers have 
been submit tged deep In water or fenced oil with 
dams, as a result ol the building ol water reservoirs. 
Naturally, Ush experts arc looking tor ways (o so/ve 
the problem, arltllctal Ush breeding remaining, as al- 
ways, their chief concern. 

For example. Far Eastern salmon (humpback and ca- 
JfcoJ arc now being acclimulficd In the Caspian Sea. 
While the Black Sea grey mullet uhcudy introduced 
Into the Caspian yield several thousand centners an- 
nually. fl Is ol Interest (haf salmon are now cuughi in 
the Caspian which were raised nl fish /urms and later 
released into Ilia sea.

There is a two-storey red-brick house Id Sn- 
dovaya-Kudrluskaya— one of Moscow's busy 
thoroughfares. On the door is a bronze plaque 
with the engraved inscription, Dr A. P. 
Chekhov, 

The writer Anton Chekhov lived here with his 
family between 1886-1800. The house has now 
become the Chekhov Museum, which was opened 
to mark fifty years since the writers dealh. 

“The house of drawers", tho “linuse In Kuril I- 
no"— [his ts whal Chekhov's vlsltnrs used to call 
it. 

Here Ihe young writer received composer 
Tchaikovsky, artist Levitan, art director Nemiro- 
vich-Danchenko, and writers Crigorovlch, Koro- 
lenko, PleshcheycY. 

Chekhov lived modestly. The main source of 
his lamlly'a Income was his regular medical 
practice. Ills fame as a man of letters wns com- 
paratively small. The actual emergence of 


Chekhov tho writer took a decade. However, his 
humorous stories were already popular with 
Muscovites by that lime. 

From the "house of drawers' 1 Ihe writer began 
his famous Jaurnay to the Island ol Sakhalin, 
which was transformed Into a book ol sparkling 
essays. 

Chekhov’s study, bedroom and parlour and his 
brother Mikhail's room have been completely 
restored, Portraits ol Anion Chekhov, painted 
during his lllellme (including ihe famous port- 
rait by Serov), mauuscrlpts, and phulograph*. 
can also be seen lu tbe museum. The nucleus ol 
Iho exposition is made up by the Fund ot 
Chekhov, which was created at tho Rumyantsev 
Museum In 1D12, 

Evenings dedicated to the memory ol this 
great writer are held twice a year, In January 
and July.

Old and classical music Is 
played every Thursday at the 
Museum Esloie of Arfthangef- 
skoyo 20 km west ol Moscow. 

Tho village ol Arkhangel- 
skoye was first mentioned In 
the 16th century. Its original 
owners were the Golitsyns. Ear- 
ly In the 19ih century the vil- 
lage passed into the possession 
of Count Yusupofl who invited 
Moscow architects, foreign 
craftsmen and serf builders to 
decorate the estate. On his ord- 
ers, s theatre for 400 people 
was built. And It Is in this thea- 
tre that music was played for 
the first time at Arkhongel- 
skoyc.
